Yes, to the first question. The 
Papal example teaches that un- 
ion of Church and State is right 
under certain circumstances. not 
in all circumstances (as you 
seem to imply). The Papacy is, 
however, first a spiritual power ; 
it can exist without territory, as 
it did between 1870 and 1929: 
the possession of a temporal 
principality is not absolutely 
necessary to the Papacy. But it 
is expedient that the head of a 
‘Church that is international 
‘should have his residence in ter- 
'ritory, however small, which is 
independent: this raises him a- 
bove all suspicion of favoring 
one nation above another.

CATHOLIC ACTION IN OUR SCHOOLS 

The importance which the Holy Father places on “Lay 
Action” is emphasized by its designation as the genera! 
intention for the prayers of members of the Apostleship of 
Prayer throughout the world during two months. There 
are various forms of action in which the Catholic Laity 
should be prevailed upon to engage, and Catholic colleges 
and high schools should awaken in their student bodies an 
interest in some of them. 


At Marygrove College for girls, in the city of Detroit, 
a real effort is made to turn the attention of the students 
towards the selection of a definite vocation, and the religious 
vocation is presented to the students, with al] its merit and 
attractions. In most schools it would seem that dormant 
vocations to the religious life are rather smothered than 
aroused. This is certainly not as it should be. But while 
the great majority will not enter the priesthood, or the 
Brotherhoods or the Sisterhoods, they still have the duty 
of making their own soul’s salvation their principal busi- 
ness throughout life, and they should be instilled with a 
zeal to promote the interests of God and of His Church in 
whatever profession or business they will engage, or in 
whatever social contacts they will form. The Catholic re- 
ligion is judged by non-Catholics largely by the intellectual 
quality of its adherents. 

Cardinal Newman expressed his idea concerning what 
Catholic students should do in the following words: 

“What | desiderate in Catholics is the gift of 
bringing out what they are, what their religion is. 


“Tl want a laity, not arrogant, not rash in 
speech, not disputatious, but men who know their 
religion, who enter into it, who know just where 
they stand, who know just what they hold and 
what they do not, who know their creed so well 
that they can give an account of it, and who know 
enough history to defend it. I want an intelligent, 
well-instructed laity. . . 


“Tl wish you to enlarge your knowledge, to cul- 
tivate your reason, to get an insight into the rela- 
t.ons of truth to truth, to learn to view things as 
they are, to understand how faith and reason stand 
to each other, what are the bases of Catholicism, 
and where lie the main inconsistencies of the Prot- 
estant theory. ...

Fushun, Manchuria.—A narrow es- 
cape from death in a mountain pass 
has just been recounted here by the 
Rev. Howard Geselbracht, of Chicago, 
and the Rev. Leo Hewitt, of Balt!. 
more, Maryknol!l Fathers just return- 
ed from a missionary journey. 

As they were traveling through the’ 
mountains they encountered a train of 
about a hundred carta going in the 
opposite direction. Waiting at a turn.

past midnight before they could re- 
sume their journey over the one-way 
road, In the sub-sero weather this 
might mean death. 

The missioners unloaded thelr sled 
and carried their possessions over the 
mountain top to a landing on the op- 
posite slope.
